Details revealed by police yesterday in a 
Calgaiy sexual assault case showed that a 
teenage boy and young girl had previous¬ 
ly chatted online and arranged their 
meeting. 

Around 5 p.m. Monday, police were 
called to Clarence Sansom School in 
Pineridge where they learned a 16-year- 
old boy had allegedly assaulted a 12-year- 
old girl. 

“They agreed to meet at the park,” said 
Staff Sgt. Leah Barber. “This wasn’t a ran¬ 
dom attack by a group of kids.” 

Barber said there were eight other 
teens ranging from ages 12 to 16 who 
witnessed the incident. 

“While the group was sitting in the 
bleachers, the girl and boy became 
involved in a sexual act,” she said, adding 
police believe parties involved had been 
drinking alcohol. 


Analysis 


Police investigating video, have yet to 
look at online conversations. 

► Video Only one 911 call was made from 
witnesses in the school who captured 
some of the event on video and turned it 
over to police. 

► Internet Police have yet to analyze the on¬ 
line conversations. 

Police have yet to interview the victim, 
however Barber said because the girl is 
12 and the suspect is more than two 
years her senior, the act cannot be 
considered consensual. 

Charges are pending against the 16- 
year-old, however Barber said there is a 
possibility that no charges will be laid. 

Barber said there is no evidence the 
eight others involved encouraged the as¬ 
sault, or possessed any photos or video of 
the act.

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Environment on menu 
as Pelosi, premier meet 


Environmental concerns 
surrounding Alberta’s oil- 
sands will be at the top of 
the conversation topic list 
when Premier Ed Stel- 
mach has a face-to-face 
meeting with U.S. Speaker 
of the House Nancy Pelosi 
today. 

“The purpose of the 
meeting is to get the ener¬ 
gy-producing premiers to¬ 
gether,” Stelmach said, 
prior to leaving for the na¬ 
tion’s capital. “Our goal 


there is to appeal to her 
sense of reason, to commu¬ 
nicate veiy clearly that we 
are continuing to focus on 
environmental improve¬ 
ment in developing the oil- 
sands.” 

The premier said he will 
also be talking to Pelosi 
about job opportunities in 
the oilsands as well as en¬ 
ergy security and tax rev¬ 
enue generated by the 
oilsands. The dinner meet¬ 
ing will be Stelmach’s first 


opportunity to meet with 
the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 

“The information that 
we will communicate will 
be the same as done with 
other elected officials in 
the United States,” Stel¬ 
mach said. “This will be an 
opportunity to talk about 
our position in terms of 
continually improving the 
environment as we devel¬ 
op the oilsands.”

TAILINGS PONDS 

Bird deaths may 
be 30 times 
what oilsands 
report: Study 

A new study says birds 
are likely d 5 dng in 
oilsands tailings ponds at 
about 30 times the rate 
suggested by industiy 
and government. 

The results add weight 
to arguments that asking 
industiy to monitor its 
own environmental im¬ 
pacts isn’t working, said 
study author Kevin Timo- 
ney. 

“We need to have cred¬ 


ible scientific 
monitoring,” he said. 

Bird deaths are 
tracked through industiy 
employees reporting 
found carcasses. The 
eight-year annual 
average of such reports, 
from 2000 to 2007, is 65. 

“It’s basically ad hoc,” 
said Timoney, who 
instead factored together 
the number of birds that 
land on tailings ponds, 
bird death reports 
obtained by the province, 
and averages for the mor¬ 
tality rate of oiled birds. 
He also adjusted for the 
increased size of tailings 
ponds over the last two 
decades, the Canadian press

Edmonton police said 
a Canada-wide warrant 
has been issued for 26- 
year-old Christopher 
David Meer on similar 
charges. They added 
there is a $25,000 reward 
for information leading 
to the younger Meer’s ar¬ 
rest. 

The arson-extortion 
investigation dates back 
to Mai-ch 2007 when offi¬ 
cers began looking at 
three arsons in the 
Edmonton and Pigeon 
Lake areas.

Edmonton police Chief 
Mike Boyd announced his 
intention to step down as 
chief of police at the end 


of the year in a hastily as¬ 
sembled press conference 
yesterday afternoon. 

“Serving this great or¬ 
ganization, and the citi¬ 
zens of Edmonton, has 
been one of the proudest 
accomplishments of my 


career,” Boyd said in a re¬ 
lease. “My decision to 
leave was not easy.” 

Chief Boyd was hired as 
Edmonton’s chief of po¬ 
lice in 2006 and his con¬ 
tract was renewed in 2008 
for a three-year term. The 


Edmonton Police Com¬ 
mission was pursuing an¬ 
other three-year contract 
with Boyd when he let it 
be known he would be 
leaving at the end of 2010 
for family reasons. 

By contract, Boyd is re¬ 


quired to give the Edmon¬ 
ton Police Commission 
three months’ notice. He 
will continue to lead the 
EPS for the rest of the 
year while the search for 
a new chief of police gets 
underway. 


The Commission will 
utilize an executive 
search firm to identify po¬ 
tential candidates from 
within the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service and from oth¬ 
er police agencies across 
Canada.

The federal government is 
teaming up with the Moun- 
ties and Crime Stoppers to 
raise awareness about hu¬ 
man trafficking. 

Public Safety Minister 
Vic Toews says Crime Stop¬ 
pers will join his depart¬ 
ment and the RCMP to tell 
people about human traf¬ 
ficking and how to report 
suspicious activity. 

Toews, speaking at a 
news conference in Win¬ 
nipeg, said the campaign 
will help Canadians fight a 
“disturbing” crime. 

He said victims of hu¬ 
man trafficking are often 
coerced into working for 
the criminals who bring 
them into the country. 

“Victims are forced, of¬ 
ten through violence and 
threats, to provide their 
services or labour because 


of their fear of their safety 
or that of someone else,” he 
said. 

“The majority are forced 
to work in the sex industry 
and are led to a life of ex¬ 
ploitation, deprived of basic 
human rights. Most are 
women and children and 
their cases often go unno¬ 
ticed and unreported due to 


threats from offenders, lan¬ 
guage barriers or mistrust 
of authorities.” 

“By exposing the reality 
of this terrible crime to the 
light of day, Canadians can 
better recognize and report 
evidence of criminal activi¬ 
ty.”

Qur’an burning 
still set for Sat. 


O Jones says constitution gives him right to burn book 
O State Dept, urges Americans to condemn Jones’ plan 


The government turned up 
the pressure yesterday on 
the head of a small Florida 
church who plans to burn 
copies of the Qur’an on 
Sept. 11, warning him that 
doing so could endanger 
U.S. troops and Americans 
eveiywhere. 

But the Rev. Teriy Jones 
insisted he would go ahead 
with his plans, despite crit¬ 
icism from the top U.S. 


general in Afghanistan, the 
White House and the State 
Department, as well as a 
host of religious leaders. 

Gen. David Petraeus 
warned yesterday in an 
email to The Associated 
Press that “images of the 
burning of a Qur’an would 
undoubtedly be used by ex¬ 
tremists in T^ghanistan — 
and around the world — to 
inflame public opinion and 


incite violence.” 

Jones responded that he 
is also concerned but re¬ 
fused to cancel the protest 
set for Saturday at his Dove 
World Outreach Center, a 
church that espouses an 
anti-Islam philosophy. 

The Vatican newspaper 
yesterday published an ar¬ 
ticle in which Catholic 
bishops criticized Jones’

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More buzz about bees 



Worth 

mentioning 


Scientists have been 
buzzing for years about 
the dwindling number of 
bees and linking that to 
less pollination, but a new 
Canadian study suggests 
the decline could also be 
blamed on climate 
change. 

James Thomson, a sci¬ 
entist with the University 
of Toronto, has spent 17 
years stud 5 dng the wild 
lily from his log cabin in a 
remote plot of land in Col¬ 
orado’s Rocky Mountains. 
He has discovered the 
flowers have been bloom¬ 
ing earlier. 

He has called the 
discovery a “climate- 
driven” mismatch 
between when flowers 


bloom and when bees 
emerge from hibernation. 

Thomson said he stud¬ 
ied the flowers on a piece 
of “pristine” land that is 
free from pesticides, agri¬ 
culture and human distur¬ 
bances, but still subject to 
climate change. 

Thomson said while 
others have speculated on 
climate’s effect on pollina¬ 
tion, he is the first to pro¬ 


duce “long-term evidence 
of a downward trend.” 

For several years 
researchers have worried 
about the fate of bee pop¬ 
ulations, and warned 
about the consequences 
of declining pollinators, 
saying the world’s plants 
rely on pollinators for fer¬ 
tilization and 
reproduction.

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Vegas police defend 
Paris’ quick release 


Las Vegas police are de¬ 
fending Paris Hilton’s 
quick release from jail af¬ 
ter her August 27 arrest 
on suspicion of cocaine 
possession, saying they 
wanted to avoid disrup¬ 
tions in the jail’s opera¬ 
tions. 

Hilton was out of the 
jail in about three hours, 
roughly half the average 
time it takes to process 
people facing the same 
charge, the Las Vegas Re¬ 
view-Journal reported. 

Metropolitan Police 


Deputy Chief Jim Dixon, 
who runs the jail, ac¬ 
knowledged Hilton was 
pushed through the book¬ 
ing process to get her in¬ 
to a separate room and 
out of the jail as soon as 
possible. 

He noted a crowd of 
about 100 people gath¬ 
ered outside the Wynn 
Las Vegas resort to snap 
photos and shoot video of 
Hilton while her 
boyfriend, Cy Waits, was 
pulled over and arrested 
on suspicion of driving 


under the influence. 

“Yeah, she was treated 
differently so I don’t have 
a disruption of my 
process here at the coun¬ 
ty jail,” Dixon told the Re¬ 
view-Journal. 

“When you bring 
somebody in like that, 
everybody comes over 
and tries to look at them. 
I’d have officers attempt¬ 
ing to keep inmates away 
from her. I’d have disrup¬ 
tions.” 

Because of overcrowd¬ 
ing, Hilton presented a 


major problem for jailers, 
Dixon added. 

Hilton, 29, was charged 
with one felony count of 
cocaine possession after 
authorities say she opened 
a purse in front of a police 
lieutenant and a small 
baggie of cocaine fell out. 
Hilton claims neither the 
purse nor the cocaine was 
hers. 

She’s scheduled to ap¬ 
pear before Las Vegas Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace Joe 
Bonaventure on Oct. 27.

No doubt about it, the Na¬ 
pa Valley can be expensive. 
But there are vine values 
to be found if you know 
where to look. 

Here are five things to 
do in wine countiy for $25 
or less each: 

Art au natural The di Rosa 
art preserve features 
groundbreaking artworks 
from the San Francisco Bay 
area set in 88 hectares of 
vineyard and gardens at 
the southern end of the 
Napa Valley. Created by 
collectors Rene and Veron¬ 
ica di Rosa, works are 
housed in their former 
home as well as the 
grounds. Your visit can be 


as simple as a free jaunt 
through the Gatehouse 
Galleiy, at the entrance, to 
guided tours of the 
grounds and the di Rosas’ 
former home. 

The Rubicon of Wine Love 
movies? Love wine? Then a 
tour of Francis Ford Cop¬ 
pola’s Rubicon Estate may 
be an offer you can’t re¬ 
fuse. Founded in 1880, by 
the 1970s, the wineiy had 
fallen on hard times, 
which is when director 
Coppola came across it 
and began a 25-year jour¬ 
ney of restoring the 
chateau and wineiy. 

Old Faithful It’s all about 


water, not wine at the Old 
Faithful geyser in Calistoga 
at the top of the valley. 
This isn’t the biggest 
geyser in the world, but it 
is regular, spouting off 
every 40 minutes or so. 
The water, about 350 de¬ 
grees, shoots as high as 18 
metres. This is one place in 
Napa where kids are wel¬ 
come. 

Up in the air Take a gondola 
ride at Sterling Vineyards 
up a hillside to the beauti¬ 
ful, white-stucco wineiy. 
Adult guests are greeted 
with a glass of wine and 
then sent on a self-guided 
tour that offers a glimpse 
of winemaking operations 


and barrel storage before 
emerging on to a sunny 
rooftop patio with a 
breathtaking view of the 
valley. Tastings are set up 
in five stages along the 
tour. 

From the terrace Finish your 
day by heading south to 
Domaine Carneros. This is 
a sparkling property built 
in the style of a French 
chateau. It’s also one of the 
few wineries where you 
can get table service. Sit on 
the terrace overlooking a 
rolling green sweep of 
vineyard and order a glass 
of bubly and plate of 
cheese.

The new iPhone applica¬ 
tion mTrip is a travel 
guide and then some: Us¬ 
ing the latest smart phone 
technology, it helps trav¬ 
ellers stay on track while 
abroad. 

But isn’t getting lost 
part of the fun of travel¬ 
ling? So-called “augment¬ 
ed reality” became more 
widely available about a 
year ago and takes advan¬ 
tage of a smart phone’s

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Kick bad habits 
to score at school 


O Implement good routine or bad habits can sneak back 


Now that the school year is 
underway, students — and 
parents — are settling back 
into the school groove. Un¬ 
fortunately, some students 
can also find themselves 
settling back into bad 
habits from previous years. 

“It’s important to start 
the new school year off on 
the right foot,” said Dr. 
Nick Whitehead, founder 
and CEO of Oxford Learn¬ 
ing. “The habits that stu¬ 
dents develop in the early 
weeks can stick with them 
for the entire year.” 

According to Dr. White- 
head, the sooner that stu¬ 


dents make good school 
habits part of their daily 
routine, the more likely 
that they will keep these 
habits for the entire school 
year. The trick, he says, is 
to implement good school 
habits as soon as possible, 
or else bad habits can 
sneak back. 

So how do parents and 
students implement good 
school habits for the entire 
school year? 

Dr. Whitehead recom¬ 
mends that parents take 
out last year’s final report 
card and review the 
teacher’s comments. 


“If there are school is¬ 
sues from last year that 
weren’t addressed over the 
summer, it’s likely that 
they will become problems 
again this year,” he says. 
“Knowing what the chal¬ 
lenges are, and getting help 
with these areas before 
they become issues, is a 
great way to avoid repeat¬ 
ing bad habits.” 

Dr. Whitehead also rec¬ 
ommends that parents 
reintroduce school-year 
routines such as limiting 
TV and computer time, set¬ 
ting bedtimes and wake up 
times. NEWS Canada 


Bad habits 


Five habits that ruin a 
school year: 

► 1 . Oversleeping/Not 
Getting Enough Sleep. Stu¬ 
dents of all ages need 
sleep. Research has shown 
that during sleep, the brain 
files and stores information 
learned throughout the 
day. Dr. Nick Whitehead, 
founder and CEO of Oxford 
Learning, says that not get¬ 
ting enough sleep can im¬ 
pair a student's ability to 
focus in class. 

► 2. Too Much Screen Time. 

TVs, computers, and 
cellphones are distracting 
to students. Mounting evi¬ 
dence is showing that mul¬ 
titasking is not as good as 
was once originally 
thought. Accessing the In¬ 


ternet during homework 
time doesn’t necessarily im¬ 
prove students' ability to 
work, and it can detract 
from their ability to focus 
on a single task for a period 
of time. 

► 3. Procrastinating. From so¬ 
cial lives to family responsi¬ 
bilities and extra-curricular 
activities, students can be 
tempted to leave 
homework until the last 
minute. Too many distrac¬ 
tions, not following a 
schedule, or not using an 
agenda can put homework 
at the bottom of the priori¬ 
ty list. According to 
oxfordlearning.com, 
students can avoid last- 
minute scrambles and late- 
night cram sessions by 
making schoolwork a prior¬ 
ity. 

► 4. Poor Nutrition. Food is 


fuel—the better the quality, 
the better the performance. 
If children eat a sugary 
breakfast, or skip breakfast 
altogether, they run the risk 
of performing poorly in 
school. Without proper nu¬ 
trition, students can tire out 
and lose focus. Students 
should focus on their 
teacher, not on their rum¬ 
bling bellies. 

► 5. Not Getting Help. Accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Whitehead, one 
of the biggest mistakes that 
students make is waiting 
too long to seek help. 

Often it takes a call from 
the teacher or a failing 
grade before students seek 
support. At that point it 
takes more effort to correct 
the problem than if a 
student had asked for help 
at the “I’m-not-really-under- 
standing-this stage."

Venus in semis,

O Switzerland’s Wawrinka knocks 
out American Querrey in five sets 


Venus Williams is back in a 
Grand Slam semifinal. The 
year will end without an 
American man being able 
to make the same claim. 

Stanislas Wawrinka beat 
Sam Querrey in five sets 
yesterday to put two Swiss 
men in a major quarter-fi¬ 
nal for the first time in the 
Open era — and keep the 
Americans out of that 
round in the U.S. Open for 
the second straight year. 

After waiting out that 
nearly four-hour match, 
Williams defeated French 
Open champion Francesca 
Schiavone 7-6 (5), 6-4. It’s 
her first Grand Slam semi¬ 
final since last year’s Wim¬ 
bledon. 

Wawrinka won 7-6 (9). 6- 
7 (5), 7-5, 4-6. &A to Join a 
countryman whose pres¬ 
ence this deep in a major 
tournament is just as¬ 
sumed: Roger Federer. Not 
so for Wawrinka. The 25- 
year-old had been 0-5 in 
the round of 16 at Grand 
Slams. 

“Roger, he’s always in 
quarter-finals since many 
years, so that’s not some¬ 
thing different,” Wawrinka 
said. “But for me, it’s my 
first time, so it’s something 
important for my career." 

The U.S. men. mean¬ 
while, had at least one 
quaiter-finalist at their 
home major each of the 
first 41 years of the Open 
era. That changed in 2009, 
and now it’s happened 
again. This year goes down

ed at $42,299. That’s $2,750 
more than a Limited AWD 
with 3.0-litre V6 gasoline 
engine, which is one of the 
drawbacks of hybrids: tliey 
cost more, and you’ll have 
to do the math to figure out 
if you’re going to save 
enough in gasoline to make 
up the difference. 

Escape’s hybrid system 
works really well: it’s pretty 
much seamless between 
gas and electric, its continu¬ 


ously variable (CVT) auto¬ 
matic transmission has 
none of the “rubber band" 
feeling these units can 
sometimes have, and the 
7.5 L/lOO km that 1 averaged 
in everyday driving was 
much better than the 11.2 
L/lOO km that I got in a reg¬ 
ular V6 Escape.

To describe the level of output in any given 
engine, we need to use two different 
measurement units: Horsepower, and 
torque. This duality has, in my opinion, 
created a monster. 


hy do

units? Is one more impor¬ 
tant than the other?

If you don’t care about 
the answers to those 
questions, consider your¬ 
self lucky. 

The rest of us are 
doomed to live in uncer¬ 
tainty. Because no matter 
how many lengthy expla¬ 
nations you hear or read, 
you can never be 100 per¬ 
cent sure you “got it,” so 


atmospheric and ethereal 
are the elements and rela¬ 
tionships of horsepower 
and torque. 

So I realize that my fol¬ 
lowing explanation may 
only add to the 
confusion, but something 
compels to tiy. 

Torque is grunt — what 
you use to twist the lid 
open on a bottle of pickles. 
The actual dictionary defi¬ 
nition is “twisting or rotat¬ 
ing force.” In automotive 
terms it’s the “force” that 
ultimately turns the vehi¬ 
cle’s drive wheels. The 
strength of that “force” is 
expressed in a torque rat¬ 
ing. 

As an example, let’s 


TALE OFTORQUE AND HORSEPOWER 



look at the most popular 
car in Canada, the Honda 
Civic; its 1.8-htre engine 
produces 128 Ibs-ft of 
torque at 4,300 rpm. 

This denotes the 
maximum amount of 
torque that the engine can 
create, and fast that 
engine is revving, when it 
makes its maximum 
torque. 

But it also produces 140 


horsepower (hp) at 6,300 
rpm. 

This is where the fun 
starts. I think it’s useful to 
ponder why horsepower 
ratings were invented in 
the first place — to give us 
an idea of how much work 
a “steam engine” could do, 
relative to a horse. So 
horsepower is a “rate” — 
how much torque can be 
delivered over a period of 


time. 

For some reason, the 
amount of torque used for 
horsepower calculation 
has been set at 550 Ib-ft 
per second. The rationale 
for that figure is explained 
somewhere in The Da Vin¬ 
ci Code. 

So an engine’s 
horsepower rating is tied 
to its torque rating. 

But that doesn’t neces¬ 


sarily mean you want an 
engine designed solely for 
maximum torque. Gener¬ 
ally, to make an engine 
with a lot of torque (or 
force) means the engine 
will turn over (or rev) 
slowly. Think of the big, 
diesel engines in large 
ships — a lot of force is 
needed to turn their pro¬ 
pellers. Engines like that 
huge torque numbers, 
and surprisingly low 
horsepower figures. 

An engine that gives us 
big — but infrequent — 
power events is basically 
useless in a road-going ve¬ 
hicle. Better to have some¬ 
what less torque, but have 
it delivered more 
frequently. 

But you don’t want 
things too rev-happy 
either, as most people pre¬ 
fer engines that have most 
of their torque available 
during a wide range of en¬ 
gine speeds. 

Unless you’re obsessed 
with top speed (horsepow¬ 
er-focused), or need to 
plough a field with a trac¬ 
tor (torque-focused), it 
then becomes an exercise 
in finding a compromise.
